ONIONS 


Onions can be produced on almost any 


good garden soil and constitute one of 
the standard 
crops 
found in almost 


every garden. The usual plan in the 
home garden is to plant sets in rows far 
enough apart to suit the method of cul- 
tivation to be followed. The sets need 
not be more than two or three inches 
apart in the rows. 


Onion sets may be planted as soon as 


tho ground can be worked and before 
frosts are over. Some kinds may be 
planted in the autumn. The potato or 
multiplier onion can be planted from 
sets in the autumn and will produce ex- 
cellent early green onions. 


Onions may be grown from seed either 


by starting the seed in the hotbed and 
transplanting to the open ground or by 
drilling in rows directly in the garden. 
With good soil and proper care it is pos- 
sible to produce good sized bulbs Irom 
seed in a single season.

crop free from weeds. 


If it is desired to use tho onions as 


green or bunch onions they 
may be 


pulled at any time after they are large 
enough, otherwise they should

If the onions start to throw up seed 
stalks these should be removed, or the 
reed will be formed at the expense of 
the bulbs.—U. S. Department of Agri- 
culture.

GERMANY READY FOR PEACE 


j 
Germany, it Is learned from London 
' is anxious to secure a peace that wil 


leave her in possession of Russia, even 
if she has to yield what she has con- 
quered on the western front. 


It is understood that she has actual- 


ly expressed through her secret agents 
a willingness 'o restore Belgium, to 
give Alsace and Lorraine autonomy 
under the German federation; grant 


„ concessions to Italy in the Trentins 
* abandon her claims in China and leave 


the Balkan question and the colonial 
question to be settled by the 
peace 


• conference. 


Germany sees a great opportunity to 


exploit Russia if left free to do so by 
the allied .powers. With the opposi- 
tion of these powers she cannot do so 
with success. 


Unless curbed, she will put a Ger- 


man monarch over Finland, another 
over the Ukraine, and a German em- 
peror over Russia proper. She would 
drop world dominatibn until she had 
gotten Russia subdued and then, with 
her man power inexhaustible and her 
mineral and material resources equal- 
ly so, she would start to conquer the 
rest of the world. 


To her vaulting ambition there is no 


limit. That is why her 
pretensions 


must be blocked if the world is to be 
made safe for hunfenity, and if these 
exterminating wars are not to be of 
periodic 
recurrence. 
Germany 
has 


broken her treaty with the Ukraine, as 
she has with Belgium and every other 
country with which she has had any 
differences whenever it was to her ad- 
vantage to do so. She has seized the 
port of Odessa, the great granary on 
the Black sea. She has also seized the 


: great fortress of Sebastopol, which fig- 


ured in the Crimean war and was un- 
der siege by the British and French 
from October, 1854, 
till 
September, 


1855, when it surrendered. It was the 
great storm centre ol the Crimean war 
and during the siega 127,000 lives were 
lost. 


It is evident that Germany intends 


if she be not prevented from so doing 
to fortify this fortress and use it as 
a military stronghold from which to 
defend herself in the future and to 
form the military base from which to 
move towards India. 


The fact that the allied powers block 


Germany everywhere except in the in- 
terior, where they cannot reach her, 
is the only thing that prevents her 
fiom making conquests, that would 
extend to India, to Japan and 
the 


United States; but it is absurd to sup- 
pose that she can accomplish her aims 
of world domination in face of the 
powerful forces arrayed against her 
and also likely to stand on a solid 
body against her future designs upon 
other nations. 


THE BRITISH CRISIS 


It was Premier Asquith, the liberal, 


pandering to the wishes of the Tories 
in the coalition parliament, that block- 
ed home rule for Ireland and put Car- 
son, the great opponent of home rule, 
in the cabinet. It was these two acts 
that led to the Irish insurrection and 
subsequently to the present 
trouble. 


We do not believe that the British par- 
liament is going to oust the present 
premier and restore the more 
ambi- 


dexterous Asquith who shines as the 
political policy player. Lloyd George 
has not dared to reverse Asquith's pol- 
icy on the Irish question, doubtless be- 
cause of the same influences that led 
Asquith to adopt it, and therein- lies 
the weakness of the government and 
the empire in the war. 


Had the Tories even for 
patriotic 


reasons been able to forego their prej- 
udice on the home rule question, the 
Irish would have continued fighting all 
during the war as they did during 
the first two years. As it is, they vol- 
unteered to the extent of seven per 
cent of their population or a number 
corresponding to 7,000,000 
from 
our 


population here in the United States. 


The men who in face of the exigen- 


cies of war continue to play politics 
and thereby menace the success of 
their country in the war, are quite as 
bad as the alien enemies, and this is 
true of England as of the United Stales. 
That is why we do not believe Eng- 
land is ready to oust Premier George 
a,nd put in Asquith himself or any of 
Lis henchmen. 


The charges made by General Mau- 


rice are made in pique and are un- 
important, but Asquith has taken them 
up, magnified them and then moved 
for a select committee to investigate 
them, thus putting the ministry on 
trial. 
Asquith 
may 
bring 
serious 


trouble on the empire unless the peo- 
ple see through his political nianeu- 
vring and drive him to the rear.

limbs, suffered from headaches, pains 
in the left shoulder and 
neck. Her 


left ear causes her considerable trou- 
ble at the present time. Prior to the 
accident she did not wear glasses, but 
seven weeks afterwards she was suf- 
fering PO much with her eyes that she 
was fitted for ghisses and lias worn 
them since that time. She also said 
that since the accident she had suffer- 
ed much pain from her teeth and at 
the present time is being treated by 
a dentist.

Vhose wages were 
less than $-50 a 


month In December, 1515, the railroad 
wage commission made several original 
and far-reaching suggestions on the 
problem of railroad 
labor 
which 
at- 


tracted the close attention today of Di- 
rector General McAdoo and other gov- 
ernment officials. 


Mr. McAdoo is expected to announce 


his decision on the recommendations in 
about 10 days. 
There are indications 


that he will' not accept iham in their 
entirety. 
Some union officials already 


have expressed dissatisfaction with the 
amounts recommended for members of 
their organizations, the increases rang- 
ing: from 43 per cent downward to -1.6 
per cent, the highest lieing 15.021 pel- 
cent advance over the 11*17 payroll. 


Perhaps the provision of the recom- 


mendations likely 
to 
encounter most 


strenuous objection is the one tliat all 
wage increases allowed by the I-oads in 
1916 and 1917 shall be deductc-d from tho 
amounts now to be given. The commis- 
sion declared that its conclusions were 
based on the principle 
that the men 


were entitled to recompense for the in- 
creased cost of living, and in basing its 
recommendations on the 
payrolls 
of 


December, 1915, 
in comparison with 


present prices of 
necessities, decided 


that it would be unfair to allow-certain 
employes who 
already 
had received 


wage advances to benefit twice. 


The commission declared in its report 


that reductions in hour were not to 
i><> 


regarded as increases in pay,'a stand 
frankly at variance with high railroad 
officials, who during the 
hearings as- 


serted that the Adamson eight-hour law 
was in effect an increase in pay. because 
the overtime resulting 
was inevitable 


and amounted to many millions of dol- 
lars in money. 


Requests for an eight-hour day for 


all railroad employes and for time and 
a half for overtime were not acted upon 
by the commission.

WASHINGTON, May 9—Statements 


that home entertainments and recrea- 
tion provided for soldiers and sailors 
in cities and towns near army and 
navy camps are impairing the efficien- 
cy ot the men were emphatically de- 
nied yesterday by Raymond 1?. Fos- 
diek, chairman of the ivar and navy 
departments' commission on training 
activities. He characterized as a di- 
rect contradiction of the government's 
policy the admonition that "the time 
has come for the public to 'keep hands 
off our men in the service!" 


"That time has no more come." Mr. 


Fosdick declared, than the time has 
come to stop conserving \vheat or slip- 
porting government loans. Indeed, the 
preservation of normal social relation- 
ships between the public and the men 
in training is an essential part of our 
military program." 


The statement palling forth Mr. Fos- 


dock's denial wero made in an edito- 
rial published in the May issue of the 
Ladies' Home Journal The 
editorial 


declared that tho 
entertainment 
of 


soldiers anfl sailors in private homes 
of war camp communities is proving 
detrimental to the men in the service 
and that over 00 per cent of the social 
functions provided for the men out- 
side of the camps have taken the form 
of dances, which, kept up till all hours, 
sent them back to camp impaired in 
physical vitality. It 
concluded 
with 


the injunction that the time had come 
for the public to'keep its hands off 
the men in the service. 


"It is not true that 'the entertain- 


ment of the men in the service in pri- 
vate homes has resulted to the detri- 
ment of the men instead of to their 
benefit,' " Mr. Fosdick stated. "There 
has been no change in the attitude of 
the government toward homo hospital- 
ity. 
In fact, with hundreds of thou- 


sands of men pouring into the training 
camps, the government desires more 
than ever that the people of America 
continue to offer to them the whole- 
some influences of their homes. 


"Naturally in the entertainment of 


thousands of 
men in private homes 


there have been some instances of hos- 
pitality overdone or taken advantage 
of. Some women, unwisely, have flood- 
ed soldiers with sweets and unneces- 
sary 'comforts' and have written dole- 
ful letters to their boys. These things 
and the 'godmother' idea are justifiably 
discouraged. But a sharp distinction 
should be drawn 
between 
pink-tea 


sentimentality toward the soldier and 
the organized hospitality which is su- 
pervised by the government. 


"The recreation provided in 
carnp 


communities is not a hit-or-miss af- 
fair. 
This town hospitality for the 


men in service is mobilized by nearly 
"00 trained workers. It is supervised 
by the war and 
navy 
departments, 


through the commissions on training 
carnp activities, which is just, as re- 
sponsible for the activities outside of 
the camps as for those of tho Y. II. C. 
A., Knights of Columbus and 
other 


agencies inside the camps." 


Answering the assertion that "over 


90 per cent, of the social functions pro- 
vided for the men outside of Ihu camps 
have taken the form of dances, which, 
keeping up until all hours, impair the 
physical vitality of the men," Mr. Fos- 
dick said: "This is mere speculation. 
Dances do not constitute an over- 
whelming proportion of the re-creation 
program. Athletic meets, community 
sings, concerts, church socials, auto- 
mobile rides, 
homo 
hospitality and 


many other forms of entertainment arc 
provided. Dances almost always take 
place 
Saturday 
nights—not 
often 


enough to impair their vitality. 


"To eradicate vice, not only by re- 


pression but by tiie substitution of at- 
tractive and healthful diversions is the 
grreat'purpose of the commissions. Any 
slight temporary ill effects 
re-suiting 


incidentally from the system of recre- 
ation in and about camps are. tK-yli- 
Bible compared, with tin; remarkable 
decrease in venereal disease rate ob- 
tained thereby. 


"Man power will win the war, and 


wo depend upon the American home 
in conserving thin power. As President 
Wilson has said, 'thn spirit with which 
'our soldiers leave America, and their 
efficiency on the battlct'ronts of 12 u- 
rope, will bo vitally affected by the 
character of 
the environment sur- 


rounding 
our 
militiiry

Germany sees a great opportunity to

Unless curbed, she will put a Ger- 


man monarch over Finland, another 
over the Ukraine, and a German em- 
peror over Russia proper. She would 
drop world domination until she had 
gotten Russia subdued and then, with 
her man power inexhaustible and her 
mineral and material resources equal- 
ly so, she would start to conquer the 
rest o£ the world. 


To her vaulting ambition there is no 


limit. That is why her 
pretensions 


must be blocked if the world is to be 
made safe for humanity, and if these 
exterminating wars are not to be of 
periodic 
recurrence. 
Germany 
has 


broken her treaty with the Ukraine, as 
she has with Belgium and every other 
country with which she has had any 
differences whenever it was to her ad- 
vantage to do so. She has seized the 
port of Odessa, the great granary on 
the Black sea. She has also seized the 
great fortress of Sebastopol, which fig- 
ured in the Crimean war and Was un- 
der siege by the British and French 
from October, 1S54, till 
September, 


1855, when it surrendered. It was the 
great storm centre of the Crimean war 
and during the siege 127,000 lives were 
lost. 


It is evident that .Germany intends 


.if she be not prevented from so doing 
to fortify this fortress and use it as 
a military stronghold from which to 
defend herself in the future and to 
form the military base from which to 
move towards India. 


The fact that the allied powers block 


Germany everywhere except in the in- 
terior, where they cannot reach her, 
is the, only thing that prevents her 
from making conquests that would 
extend to India, to Japan 
and 
the 


United States; but it is absurd to sup- 
pose that she can accomplish her aims 
of .world domination in face of the 
powerful forces arrayed against her 
ana also likely to stand on a solid 
body against her future designs upon 
other nations. 


THE BRITISH CRISIS 


It -was Premier Asquith, the liberal, 


pandering: to the wishes of the Tories 
in the coalition parliament, that block- 
ed home rule lor Ireland and put Car- 


Eon, 
the great opponent of home rule, j 


in the cabinet. It was these two acts j 
that led to the Irish insurrection and ; 
subsequently to ths present 
trouble. , 


We do not believe that the British par- j 
liament is going to oust the present j 
premier and restore the more arnhi- i 
dexterous Asquith who shines as the ; 

Lloyd George j 
Was not dared to reverse Asquith's pol- 
icy on the Irish question, doubtless be- 
cause of the same influences that led 
Asquith to adopt it, and therein lies 
the weakness of the government and 
the empire in the war.
